“ It is essential,” Schecter told 
me, “ that we know more about 
why the American electorate 
have such unhappy love affairs 
with the people they ask to lead 
them If we can discover what 
the emotional factors are that 
break up these relationships, we 
can end the heartbreak and pain 
that so many of us suffer when 
we look at the President of our 
dreams and suddenly decide one

that,”

said,

tribution to the social sciences 
When did you get the idea?” 
“The day I watched President 
Ford tell Congress he didn’t 
want a honeymoon; he wanted a 
marriage Everyone fell in love 
with Gerry Ford that day and 
we all thought it would last 
forever.”

To cover the latter cost, a 
family would have to save more 
than $4,500 a vear for the next 
eight years based on a 5 percent 
aftertax 
return 
on

savings. 
“Without question, inflation 
has become the major factor in 
planning 
for educational ex­ 
penses,” 
says 
Edwin 
E 
Gatewood Jr., vice president of 
the Oakland Financial Group, 
Inc., personal financial coun­ 
selors in Charlottesville. Va , 
and Southfield, Mich., which 
amade the study. 
The company has assembled a 
table projecting the probable 
future costs, including room, 
board, tuition and miscellaneous 
expenses, of a four-year college 
education based on present costs 
at state universities 14,800 a 
year) and at private institutions 
($6,000 a y ear.) 
If the figure's are shocking for 
a 
10-year-oid, consider what 
they will be for today's toddler. 
Again bast'd on an annual 7 per 
cent inflation rate, the four-year 
cost of an education at a state 
university 18 years from now 
will tie $56,160, requiring an 
annual savings, starting right 
now, of $1,860. If he or she 
goes 
to a private college, the 
cost will be $98,280 and will

government has not only ad­ 
mitted to making a mistake but 
has taken steps to minimize the 
consequences of the error before 
the situation got entirely out of 
hand. 
The 
decision came in the 
wake of growing evidence that 
the catalytic 
mufflers being 
installed on some 85 per cent of 
1975 cars pose a greater health 
threat than the one they are 
supposed to eliminate. Designed 
to cut down on hydrocarbon and 
carbon monoxide emissions, the 
mufflers also generate sulfates 
and sulfuric acid mists which in 
concentrations 
could 
be 
damaging to lung tissue. 
Numerous 
environmental 
grops have denounced Train’s 
action as truckling to theoiland 
automobile industries. Rather 
than postpone efforts to reduce 
other forms of polluton because 
of the sulfuric acid problem, 
what should have been done, 
they say. is to order the removal 
of sulfur from gasoline at the 
refinery at a cost of “a mere 
penny or two a gallon.” 
Yet an EPA-requested study 
by

Petroleum 
Refienrs Assn. found that just to 
get 
the 
sulfur 
in 
gasoline 
reduced to 100 parts per million 
would cost nearly $4 billion in 
new processing equipment and 
require three years 
in con­ 
struction 
What’s 
more, 
the 
additional 
processing 
would 
consume 
the 
equilavent 
of

to 200,000 barrels of 
fuel oil a day. 
It can bea«’gued that the EPA 
should have listened to some of 
its own scientists, who • warn of 
the 
potential danger of the 
mufflers long before they were 
mandated on new cars and 
liefore the oil 
industry was 
required to gear up to produce 
unleaded gasoline and before 
tens of thousands of gas stations 
were required to install special 
pumps. 
Hut however tardy the EPA ’s 
action, by slowing down the 
adoption of catalytic mufflers it 
has at least spared the nation a
